“A prison trusty told him that 
birds were sitting on the arm of 
the fuses and‘pecking at the shiny 
metal ‘in the middle, thereby sud- 
denly mecting thcir fate and blow- 
ing the fuse.” 

As a result of his discovéry, 
Schultz devised a procelain at- 
tachment which covered the shiny 
attraction for the birds. There- 
after, they could not cause other 
fuses to “blow”. 

Besides ' Schultz, two others in 
the Glades district will receive 
Pins, deMoya said. A five-year pin 
will be presented to Eulis Wright, 
porter, and a two-year pin will 
go to Ellis Tootle, winch truck op- 
erator.
